There ara aeveral good reaaona fOr 
feeding oata; all authorlttea agree that 
they are eaatly digeated and contain 
the neeesaary amount of protein to 
Hupply food for the muscles. That 
even the hull haa ita value In furnish- 
ing a atifllclent amount of roughnesG 
to aid in exciting the saliva and gas 
trie Juice and thus aids the liigestion. 
Many careful and experienced feeder* 
preter corn as the principal grain 
and oata only aa a change. Thoru 
can be no question aa to the value of 
corn in fattening a horse, and it ia 
certainly o much cheaper feed than 
oata, but after careful Inquiry 1 am 
Irmly of the opinion that "h i> ii 
boraea are more auaceptlble tu dis- 
ease; and even though they preaeot 
a pleasing appearance, have not the 
luiiseular strength, tl" i iuiuraini ot 
the power 'to reatot disease of horsis 
fed oa oata.
